ORDER No. CJ4-36275 / 56 / JD . 
In the Part A State the civil district is generally co -ter 
minous with the revenue district. Where work is light, there 
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are one or more revenue districts in a civil district: In places 
where work is very heavy, there may be two civil districts ines 
revenue district , e . g . Malabar. In the former Travancore 
Cochin State,however , there were nine civil districts for four 
rather small revenue districts. The civil districts , in certain 
cases bore little or no relation to the revenue districts. This 
gave rise to a certain amount of administrative inconveniences. 
One consequence of the large number of civil districts was that 
work which is normally done by a Munsiff or a Subordinate 
Judge in a Part A Ştate was being done by the District Judge. 
All this might not have mattered a great deal so long as the 
Judges received low rates of pay. But now when Part B States 
are also to be on a level with Part A States, it is considered 
desirable to reorganise the judiciary in order, as far as possible, 
to give the Judges equal rates of pay for equal work . Taking 
into consideration all the aspects of the case, the State Govern 
ment in consultation with High Court have decided to reorganise 
the judiciary in the following manner with effect from the 1st 
November 1956 : 

2. There will be in the Travancore -Cochin area of the State 
of Kerala four District and Sessions Judges, one in each of the 
Districts of Trivandrum , Quilon , Kottayam and Trichur. The 
District Courts at Alleppey and Anjikaimal will continue for the 
present. These District Judges will also be Additional Sessions 
Judges of Quilon and Trichur respectively . District Judges in 
the Second Grade ofRs. 500-800 in the former State of Travan 
core-Cochin will be posted there . This grade will be abolished 
later on . Courts of Subordinate Judges will be established in 
District Centres and at Mavelikara, Alleppey , Anjikaimal and 
Parur where there were District Courts before 1st November , 
1956. All Subordinate Judges will be invested with powers of 
an Assistant Sessions Judge. 

3. With effect from the 1st November , 1956 , the scale of pay 
of the four District and Sessions Judges above mentioned , the 
District and Sessions Judges in the Malabar District, the Regis 
trar of the High Court and the Law Secretary , who is also the 
Legal Remembrancer , will be Rs. 1000-50-1300-60-1600. The 
posts of the District and Sessions Judges, the Registrar, High 
Court, and the Law Secretary are interchangeable . 

4. The Subordinate Judges will be in the grade of Rs. 500-25

Government will decide whether the advice of the Advocate General

3. To prepare briefs for use of counsel engaged to represent Government in 
all proceedings , civil or criminal, original or appellate , before the Supreme Court to 
which Government is a party. 

4. To represent Government in the Supreme Court in cases to which Govern 
ment is a party or in which the Supreme Court has directed notice to the Advocate 
General and in any other case under special instructions from Government. 

To arrange to represent Government in the High Court in all proceedings, 
civil or criminal, original or appellate in which Government is a party . 

6. Himself to represent Government in the High Court in proceedings of 
importance , civil or criminal , original or appellate , in which Government is a party , 
when specially directed . 

7. To assist the High Court in cases of special importance or difficulty in which 
the Advocate General s appearance is required by the High Court and in enquiries 
into the conduct of legal practitioners. 

8. To represent Government in proceedings , civil or criminal, original or 
appellate, in which Government isa party, in Courts subordinate to the High Court, 
when specially directed . 
Note :- The Advocate General will ordinarily be instructed by a Government 

Pleader or Public Prosecutor. 
9. To represent Government in any proceedings before any Tribunal or autho 
rity when specially directed . 

10. To take generally on behalf of Government all such proceedings as may 
be taken by the Attorney General for India .

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11. To give advice to the Law Officers attached to the High Court in all difficult 
cases handled by them and on which theymay consult him and conversely to call upon 
them when necessary to assist him in cases in which he appears and also to supervise 
and control their work . 

To report to Governmentperiodically about the progress of theproceedings 
in which Government is a party in the High Court and Supreme Court and in such 
proceedings where the Advocate General has been directed specially to appear under 
rules 8 and 9 above . 

13. To report to Government the results of all proceedings mentioned in 
rules 4 to 9 referred to above promptly . 

14. In particular in the said proceedings whenever a decision adverse to Govern . 
ment has been rendered, to report immediately and advise Government about the 
further action to be taken and to apply on the very date of the decision for a copy 
thereof, obtain the same expeditiously and to forward the copy to Government 
with his further advice. 

15. To report to Government about the advisability of pursuing the matter 
further by way of appeal or otherwise in such cases where decisions have been ren 
dered against Government. 

16. To procure copies of anyjudgmentor order passed by the High Courtwhich 
may be required by Government or may contain comments on any action taken by 
Government. 

17. To attend and take part in the proceedings of the Legislative Assembly 
when required to do so by Government. 

18. To perform such other duties of a legal character as may , from time to 
time, be referred or assigned to him by the Governor. 

19. To discharge the functions conferred on him by or under the Constitution 
or any other law for the time being in force. 

20. In these rules , unless the context otherwise requires, Government shall 
include any officer of Government who is a party to any proceeding before any Court , 
Tribunal or authority in his official capacity.

The Advocate General shall receive remuneration as specified below : 

1. Salary . The salary of the Advocate General shall be Rs. 1,250 (One 
thousand two hundred and fifty) a month .

PART III . 
1., Disabilities. (1) The Advocate General is debarred from accepting 
brief from any private person in any criminal case in any court. 

(2) He may accept a brief from a private person in any civil case in any court; 

Provided that (i) such acceptance does not interfere with his duties under these 
rules, and (ii) it is not a case in which Government or the Court of Wards is a party . 

(3). He is debarred from accepting a brief on behalf of a legal practitioner 
or an advocate in proceedings taken against him under the Legal Practitioners Act, 
1879 (XVIII of 1879) or under the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926 (XXXVIII of 1926 ) . 

(4) He shall not accept appointment as a director or as an adviser in any com 
pany without the sanction of Government. 

(5) He shall not give legal advice to private persons on matters in which 
the interests of those persons are adverse to Government. 

(6 ) He shall not give advice in any case to private persons if, in his opinion , 
he is likely to be called upon to advise Government in the same case. 

( ) He shall not accept a brief from any person , whether a petitioner or a 
respondent, in proceedings initiated by an election petition in connection with an 
clection to a local authority or the State Legislative Assembly or Parliament. 

2. Withdrawal from prosecution. The Advocate Generalmay not with 
draw from a prosecution which he has been directed by Government to originate 
without first consulting the Department of Government which directed him to origi 
nate it yor may he withdraw from a prosecution originated by him Suo motu without 
first consulting Government in the Law Department.

1. The Government pleaders of the High Court (hereinafter referred to as 
" High Court Government pleaders” ) who are also public prosecutors are appointed 
by Government on the recommendation of the Advocate General. 

2. The term of office of a High Court Government Pleader shall ordinarily be 
for a period of three years. But Government may reappoint him for further periods 
not exceeding three years at a time. 

3. The services of every person holding the Office of Government Pleader 
will unless Government specifically order otherwise terminate automatically on 
his attaining the age of 60 years. 

4. The High Court Government Pleaders are to represent Government in 
cases in the High court, civil or Criminal, original or appellate. They shall also 
attend to such other work as may be assigned to them by the Advocate General 
or by the Government from time to time. 

5. The High Court Government Pleaders will be attached to the Office ofthe 
Advocate General and they will be subject to the supervision and control of the 
Advocate General. 

6. " A High Court Government Pleader will be paid a retainer of Rs. 100 per 
mensem . In addition , he will also be paid fee on the following scale for actual work 
done in courts : 

(A ) IN THE HIGH COURT— Civil: 

(1) In civil suits and appeals and other proceedings in the High Court, fees 
not exceeding theamount allowable on party and party taxation . 

(ii) For arguing a single disputed case of court fee arising before the High 
Court or a batch of such cases,when the result is virtually determined by the issue ofa 
single case-- Rs. 25. 

(iii) All proceedings of an original nature including appeals therefrom 
Rs. 50 . 

(iv) In other cases not specifically provided for above - Rs. 25 . 

IN THE HIGH COURT - Criminal : 
(i) For each appeal, reference, review or revision - Rs. 35 . 
(ii) For bail applications and other miscellaneous applications such as 

for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court etc. ---Rs. 15. 
Note :- Appeals and petitions presented by several accused persons against the same 

Judgement whether such appeals and petitions are lodged together of 
separately should be treated for the purpose of calculating fees, as a single 


case . 


(B ) IN COURTS SUBORDINATE TO THE High Court, TRIBUNALS ON 

OTHER AUTHORITY :

(C ) IN THE SUPREME COURT : 
When deputed for work before the Supreme Court - Rs. 300 per day if he 
argues the case himself, and Rs. 200 per day, if he only instructs another counsel. 

7. At the end of everymonth the Advocate General shall fix the remuneration 
payable to cach High Court Government Pleader on the basis of the fee prescribed 
above, provided however , that if on such basis the fee payable exceeds Rs. 900 he 
shall be paid only a sum of Rs. 900 in addition to the retainer, but themaximum fee 
prescribed in this rule shall not affect the fee payable to a High Court Government 
Pleader under heads (B ) and (C) ofRule 6 , and a Government Pleader shall be entitled 
to such fees over and above the fees allowable under this Rule . 

8. A High Court Government Pleader shall be entitled to travelling allowance 
and daily allowance at the rate prescribed for First Class Officers of the State . He 
will not be entitled to any daily allowance when he claimsday fee for actual appearance. 
9. The Government Pleader is debarred : 

(a) from advising or holding briefs against the Government 
or criminal, matter ,

PART I. 
DISTRICT GOVERNMENT PLEADERS, PUBLIC PROSECUTORS 

AND GOVERNMENT PLEADERS. 
Appointment of Government Pleaders. A. Government Pleader is 
usually appointed for each District. Appointments are made by Government on 
the nomination of the Collector in consultation with the District Judge and are 
for a term of three years, but the Government are not precluded from reconsidering 
an appointment, if they think fit, before the close of that period. 

2. Duties of Government Pleaders. The duties of the Government Pleader 
are to advise Government and their officers whenever required ; to conduct all 
miscellaneous legal business of the State ; to receive processes as agent of the 
Government in civil suits against the State ; to appear for Government (unless 
instructed to the contrary) in all civil cases in which they are interested whether in 
the district court or lower courts , including cases 

which the Collector appears as 
Agent to the Court of Wards ; to appear, when so instructed , in suits filed by or 
against public officers ; to protect the interests of Government in applications by 
parties to sue in informa pauperis ;to apply for inquiry into lunacy of persons possessed 
of property ; to appear , when directed by the Collector on behalf of the Examiner - 
ofLocal Fund Accounts in appeals preferred to Courts under rule 61 of Schedule IV 
to the Madras District Municipalities Act, 1920, and on behalf of the Examiner of 
Local Fund Accounts in appeals made to courts under rule VI of the rules relating 
to audit , surcharge and disallowance, issued under section 199 of the Madras District 
Boards Act, 1920 (Madras Act XLV of 1920 ) or under rule 63 of Schedule II of the 
Travancore District Municipalities Act, 1116 and under rule 62 of the Finance Rules 
issued under Section 115ch ) of the Cochin Municipal Act, 1113, and to appear, 
when requested by the District Panchayat Officer or the Additional District Panchayat 
Officer or the Director of Local Bodies or the Deputy Director of Local Bodies 
concerned on behalf of the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts or the Regional 
Inspector of Municipal Councils and Local Boards, in appeals made to courts , and 
in applications made to courts for the recovery of surcharge amounts, under rules VI 
and VII respectively of the rules relating to audit, surcharge and disallowance issued 
under Section 112 (2)(xi) and (xii) of the. Madras Village Panchayats Act, 1950 
(Madras Act X of 1950) or under Section 97(2) (xi) and (xii) of the Travancore 
Cochin Panchayats Act. 

They should also examine the cases of titles referred to them for opinion by 
the Co-operative Housing Societies applying for State loans in the respective areas 
and send their opinion as promptly as possible. 

Government Pleaders are appointed ex -officio State Pleaders , for the purpose 
of Order XXVII of the First Schedule to the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 . 

3. Government Pleaders not to appear in suits or appeals against 
Government, Court of Wards or Collector in certain circumstances. 
Government Pleadersshall not appear in any suit or appeal against the Government 
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or the Court of Wards, or the Collector until he has ascertained from the Collector 
that his services as pleader on behalf of Government , or the Court of Wards, or 
the Collector are not required . When the Government Pleader has thus appeared 
against the Government, or the Court of Wards, or the Collector in an original 
suit, lemay similarly appear in any connected appeal until the suit is finally decided . 
The Government Pleader is debarred from giving advice to private parties in cases 
in which he is likely to be called on to advise Government. 
Note :—He himself will be the judge as to whether he can or cannot under 

this rule, advise on a question of law any private party who applies 

to lim . 
In exceptional cases the Government Pleader will be allowed the assistance 
of a junior by Government on the Collector s recommendation . 

4. Government Pleaders not to communicate with the Advocate 
General District Government Pleaders are not entitled to communicate with 
the Advocate General on public litigation . 

PUBLIC PROSECUTORS AND ADDITIONAL 

PUBLIC PROSECUTORS. 
5. Appointment of Public Prosecutors. A Public Prosecutor is usually 
appointed for each sessions division under Section 492 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898. The appointments of Public Prosecutorsare made by the Govern 
ment on the nomination of the Collector in consultation with the Sessions Judge 
and are for a term of three years but the Government are not precluded from re 
considering an appointment, if they think fit before the close of that period . 

6. Appointment of Additional Public Prosecutors. The Government 
-may also appoint on the recommendation of the Collector an Additional Public 

Prosecutor either for a whole district or in respect of cases coming before the Court 
of an Assistant Sessions Judge or an Additional Sessions Judge. Such appointments 
will last for the periods for which the Courts are sanctioned or for a term of three 
years, whichever is shorter. But the Government are not precluded from recon 
sidering an appointment at any time if they think fit to do so . 

7. Duties of Public Prosecutors. The duties of the Public Prosecutor 
are to conduct the prosecution in every trial before the Court of Session , and in 
other cases of such importance as to require professional aid ; to receive notices 
of appeals to the Court of Sessions ; to appear in appeals against conviction by 
Magistrates ; and generally to appear whenever so required by the Collector. 

8. Duties of Public Prosecutors under the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1923. The Public Prosecutor shall conduct the case on behalf of Government 
in all enquiries under the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923. 

9. Public Prosecutors and Additional Public Prosecutors not to 
undertake defence of persons. Public Prosecutors and Additional Public 
Prosecutors will not be permitted to undertake the defence of any person or to appear 
against the Government in any criminal proceedings. 

Public Prosecutors are not permitted to accept any engagement or fee from 
private parties in cases in which they appear on behalf of Government. 

In all grave cases in magisterial courts and in important sessions cases, the 
Public Prosecutor should consult the Collector before withdrawing from the prose 
cution of an accused. The Public Prosecutor is debarred from giving advice to 
private parties in cases in which he is likely to be called on to advise Government. 

Note : He himself will be the judge as to whether he can or cannot, under 
this rule , advise , on a question of a law , any private party who applies to him .

FEES AND ALLOWANCES . 
10. Retaining fee of Government Pleader and Public Prosecutors. 

The offices of Government Pleader and Public Prosecutor may be combined 
or may be separated as Government may decide from time to time. In districts 
where the offices of the Government Pleader and Public Prosecutor are combined , 
a uniform retaining fee of Rs. 100 per mensem will be paid to the holder of the two 
offices and if the offices are separate, the Government Pleader and the Public Prose 
cutor will be paid a retaining fee of Rs. 1,000 each per annum . Additional Public 
Prosecutors will not receive a retaining fee. 

11. Permanent advance and travelling allowance payable to Govern 
ment Pleaders and Public Prosecutors. Government Pleaders and Public 
Prosecutors are allowed a permanent advance of Rs. 20 each . Collectors are 
authorised to increase the permanent advance held by Government Pleaders to Rs. 
50 in consultation with the Comptroller. Government Pleaders and Public 
Prosecutors will draw travelling allowance on the scales allowable from time to 
time to the ist Class Officers in the State . They are not entitled to any daily 
allowance. 
12. (1) Fees to Government Pleaders. In all 

cases or proceedings 
including those relating to execution proceedings where costs are recoverable 
by the Government from the other party, the Government Pleader is allowed the 
fee which the Court decrees. Where no fee is fixed by the Court or where no fee 
is recoverable from the other party , the Government Pleader will be paid the regula 
tion fee or such lower fee as the Government may at their discretion determine : 
provided that only one regulation fee shall be paid where, in a number of connected 
cases, the result is virtually determined by the issue of a single case. 

(2) The following principles will be adopted as a working guide while deter 
mining the payment of fees for the work done by outgoing and incoming Government 
Pleaders : 

(a) If the outgoing and incoming Government Pleaders agree among 
themselves to divide the fees according to the work done by them , the fees may be 
divided accordingly. 

(b) In cases where outgoing and incoming Governinent Pleaders disagree, 
the Collector of the district concerned should determine the fee payable to the 
outgoing Government Pleaders in accordance with the principles laid down below 
and the Collector s decision will be final:

FEES TO GOVERNMENT PLEADER FOR THE CONDUCT OF PRO 
CEEDINGS UNDER THE MADRAS BUILDINGS (LEASE AND 
RENT CONTROL) ACT, 194 OR UNDER THE TRAVAN 
CORE -COCHIN BUILDINGS (LEASE AND RENT 

CONTROL) ORDER,1950 
For conducting proceedings under the Madras Buildings. (Lease and Rent 
Control) Act, 1949 or under the Travancore- Cochin Buildings (Lease and Rent 
Control) Order, 1950, the Government Pleaders shall be paid a fee appropriate to 
the volume of work and the time taken for the disposal of such cases, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 5o and a minimum of Rs. 25 for the whole case . 

14. Fees to Government Pleaders for the scrutiny of title deeds rela 
ting to sites of Co -operative Housing Societies applying for State loans : 

A fee of half a per cent on the amount of Government loan applied for subject to 
a maximum of Rs. 30 for each case will be paid to Government Pleaders for the 
scrutiny of title deeds relating to sites of Co -operativeHousing Societies applying for 
State loans. 

15. Fees to Public Prosecutors and Additional Public Prosecutors : 
The Payment of fees to Public prosecutors and Additional Public Prosecutors in 
criminal cases is governed by the following rules : 

(1) The Collector is empowered to award fees to the Public Prosecutor or 
the Additional Public Prosecutor for conducting criminal cases at headquarters. 
The maximum daily fee payable to the Public Prosecutor and Additional Public 
Prosecutor is Rs. 3 s for each case, a period of three hours or more being taken ,for 
purposes of calculation, as constituting a day s work in Court, and Rs, is being the 
maximum fee allowed for a case occupying less than three hours in court: provided 
that when the Public Prosecutor or Additional Public Prosecutor is engaged in more 
than one case on the same day, the maximum fee payable for the whole day shall 
not ordinarily exceed Rs. 50. The fees should be graduated with due regard to the 
merits of each case, the length of time taken in its disposal, the number of witnesses 
examined and its result. The Collector should also refer if possible , to copy of the 
judgment in the case before sanctioning fees therefor. 

For conducting criminal cases in outlying stations, Public Prosecutors."and 
Additional Public Prosecutors will be allowed a fee of Rs." so for each day spent in 
court or occupied in travelling. 
Note : - Fees will be paid for days occupied in travelling only when the Public 

Prosecutor or the Additional Public Prosecutor has to travel throughout

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the day time or for such portion of it as can reasonably be said to have 
prevented the discharge of professional duties at the headquarters. 
Journeys of short duration or made by night willnot count as days occupied 

in travelling 
(ii). No fee is payable , as 

a general rule , for work done in examining the 
records or for services rendered out of court. 
(iii) If a Public Prosecutor or Additional Public Prosecutor is required to leave 

his headquarters, he is granted in addition to the travelling allowance 
admissible under rule 11 supra daily fees within the prescribed limit 
for days of which so much has been spent in travelling as to render it im 
possible for him to appear in court in the discharge of his professional 

duties . 
(iv) The Public Prosecutor and the Additional Public Prosecutor will be paid 

every month a minimum fee of Rs. 350 or the assessed fee at the rates 
laid down in rules (i) to (iii) above for the cases conducted by him during 

the month whichever is higher. 
If any payments have been made in any particular month ormonths to make 

good the minimum monthly fee paid , such amounts will be recovered 
from the bills in the succeeding month or months to the extent the assessed 
fec exceeds the minimum monthly fee fixed . Where for any reason a 
change of incumbent occurs in the case of the month , the adjustment 
should be made in the final bill payable to the outgoing incumbent. 


GENERAL 
16. Legal advice to be taken before a suit is instituted or defence 
undertaken :-Legal advice shall always be obtained before a suit is instituted 
or the defence of a suit undertaken on behalf of Government . It is not necessary 
that such advice should be obtained merely because notice of suit against Government 
is given under Section 80 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 , though in important 
cases it may be desirable for the officer dealing with the notice to obtain legal advice 
regarding it . Nor will officers who are competent to sanction the filing or defence 
of suits on behalf of Government be bound to follow the legal advice they may 
receive, though if they decide to reject it , they must place the reasons for their 
decision clearly on record . Subject to these directions, it shall be the duty of 
every officer before filing or sanctioning the defence of a suit or appeal, to obtain 
the opinion of the appropriate legal adviser as to whether the suit or appeal is legally 
maintainable. In the case of Collectors or other District Officers the local Govern 
ment Pleader will be referred to and the fact ofthis havingbeen done shallbe included 
in any report to higher authority . 

17. The Government consider that the general position and duties of Public 
Prosecutors and Government Pleaders are set forth with sufficient clearness in the 
orders that have issued from time to time and that no useful object would be served 
by defining the precise degree of control that should be exercised over officers 
who, while they occupy a quasi-official position owing to the nature of their appoint 
ment, are not in the ordinary sense of the term subordinates to Collectors. It 
follows thatthe letter form should be used in correspondence with these officers. 

PART II 


FEES TO PRIVATE PLEADERS. 

(a ) CRIMINAL 
Fees to Pleaders other than Public Prosecutors appointed to conduct 
criminal prosecutions:-The Collector is empowered to sanction without 


reference to Government, fees at a rate not exceeding Rs. 3 s per diem to Pleaders 
other than Public Prosecutors appointed to conduct prosecutions under Section 492 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, for work occupying three hours or more 
in Court on a day and Rs. 15 per diem to such Pleader for work occupying less 
than three hours in Court on a day provided that when such Pleader is engaged in 
more than one case on the same day the maximum - fee payable for the whole day 
shall not exceed Rs. 50. For conducting cases in outlying stations such Pleaders. 
will be allowed a fee of Rs. 50 for each day spent in Court or occupied in travelling . 
Bills on account of such remuneration should be supported by a certificate in the 
following form : 

" I certify that it was most inconvenient in the public interest for the Public 
Prosecutor or the Assistant Public Prosecutor to attend to the hearing and that the 
case could not in regard to the public interests be postponed ." 

2. Fees to Pleaders engaged to conduct prosecutions for offences 
under specialand local laws: - In cases in which Pſeaders are engaged to conduct 
prosecutiores for offences under special and local laws the Board of Revenue and 
Collectors have power to sanction the payment of fees at a rate not exceeding Rs. 25 
per diem subject to the following limits : 

(1) Board of Revenue - up to Rs. 300 in each case . 

(ii) Collectors- up to Rs. 75 in each case. 
3. Tees to Pleaders appointed to conduct prosecution under section 
492 , Criminal Procedure Code: Pleaders other than Public Prosecutors 
appointed to conduct prosecution under Section 492 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898, will draw travelling allowance allowable to ist Class officers sof 
the State from time to time. They are not entitled to any daily allowance. 

Fecs to Pleaders engaged to defend persons accused of capital 
offences :-In cases in which Pleaders are engaged to defend persons accused of 
capital offences, Sessions Judges are empowered to sanction without reference to 
Government, fees at a rate not exceeding Rs. 25 per diem subject to a limit of 
Rs. 250 in each case.

5. Fees to Pleaders in civil cases:-The fees to Pleaders in civil suits which 
it is within the power of Collectors to sanction , is Rs. 25a day subject to a maximum 
of Rs: 75 

6. Fees to Pleaders in cases of disputed court fees :-- Collectors are authori 
sed to pay a fee of Rs. 10 to a private Pleader for arguing a single case of disputed 
court fee or a batch of such cases, when the result is virtually determined by the 
issue of a single case. In an exceptional case or batch of cases, the Board of 
Revenue may sanction a fee in excess of Rs. 10 . 

7. Fees to Pleaders doing Government work for the conduct of proceed : 
ings under the Madras Buildings (Lease and Rent Control) Act, 1949 
or the Travancore-Cochin Buildings (Leasc and Rent Control) Order, 
1950:-For conducting proceedings under the Madras Buildings (Lease and Rent 
Control) Act, 1949 or the Travancore-Cochin Buildings (Lease and Rent Control) 
Order, 1950, the Pleaders doing Government work shall be paid a fee appropriate 
to the volume of work and the time taken for the disposal of such cases , subject 
to a maximum of Rs. 5o and a minimum of Rs. 25 for the whole case.

GENERAL . 


Duties imposed on the law officers of Government:-The following 
duties have been imposed on all law officers of the Government: 

To transact Government business of all kinds and in all departments whether 
such departments are under the Central Government or any of the State Govern 
ments , and to assist the High Court, when required by the Chief Justice , in cases 
of special importance or difficulty on occasions of inquiries made by the court into 
the conduct of legal practitioners. 

2. Age limit of Government Pleaders, Public Prosecutors and 
Additional Public Prosecutors : The services of every person holding the 
office of Government Pleader or Public Prosecutor or both such offices or holding 
the office of Additional Public Prosecutor will, unless Government specifically 
order otherwise, terminate automatically on his attaining the age of 68 years.

Maintenance of accounts by Government Pleaders and Pleaders 
doing Government work :-Government Pleaders shall observe the rules pres 
cribed in this part. Pleaders doing Government work at out- lying stations should 
also be required to observe them as far as they may be applicable to them . 

Government Pleaders as well as Pleaders doing Government work at out" 
lying stations should maintain the following books, namely : 

(a) a cash book , 
(b ) a ledger, 
(c) a receipt book and 
(d) a permanent advance disbursement,

NOTE :-Suit includes appeals and all connected proceedings. 

Cash book. The cash book should be maintained in Form A , with pages 
Consecutively numbered . All receipts and disbursements in connection with suits 
and execution proceedings should be entered in it chronologically . Contingent 
expenditure as well as salaries and allowances should not be shown in the cash book. 

3. The left (debit) side of the book should show in detail all receipts and the 
right (credit) side all disbursements. These disbursements will mainly be pay 
ments into the treasury of sums received by the Government Pleaders from the 
courts or from the parties to suits or execution proceedings. 

4. The entries in cash book should be made on the day on which the trans 
actions occur. The total of the debits and credits as well as the balance should 
be struck at the close of each day ,after verifying from the counterfoils of the receipt 
book that each item of receipt has been brought on to the cash book and after 
examining that cach item of credit in the cash book is supported by the Treasury 
or other receipt. 

3 Ledger. The ledger should be maintained in respect of suits or execution 
proceedings in Form B. The pages of the ledger should be consecutively numbered . 
All receiptsand disbursements relating to a particular suit or execution proceeding 
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should be entered in the page reserved for that suit or proceeding. Thus all entires 
in the cash book will be reproduced daily in the ledger under the appropriate item . 

6. All entries in the left (debit) side of the cash book should be posted on 
the right ( credit) side of the ledger. Entries on the right side of the cash book 
should be posted on the left side of the ledger . 

As cach posting is made, the number of the page in the ledger should be 
noted against the corresponding entry in the cash book, in column (2) and the 
number of the page in the cash book should in like manner be entered in column (2) 
of the ledger. 

8. (1) On the last day of each month, the balance according to the ledger 
should be compared with the balance according to the cash book and a certificate 
that such comparison has been made together with the result thereof should be . 
recorded on the.obstract for the month to be sent to the Collector or the Revenue 
Divisional Officer , under rule 16 . 

(2 ) The book balance as noted in the monthly abstract sent to the Collector 
or the Rovenue Divisional Officer, as the case may be, should be verified with the 
actual balance on hand and the fact of such agreement should be recorded on the 
abstract itself. 

(3) At the end of each official year, i. c., on the 31st March , the amounts 
on the debit and credit sides should be totalled and the balance struck. The balance 
according to the ledger should be compared with that according to the cash book 
and any discrepancies noticed should be reconciled . 

After the closing of the ledger , the balance should be carried over to the 
ledger of the following year as the opening balance on the debit or credit side, as 
the case may be, noting therein the number of the page of the prcvious ledger.» 

10. Receipt book. The receipt book should be maintained in Form C with 
pages consecutively numbered . 

The Pleaders should issue receipts for all Government moneys received 
by them from parties to suits or execution proceedings or from the courts and 
enter the particulars in the counterfoils.. 

All payments into the treasury shall be nade by means of triplicate 
chalans. 

13. Permanent advances. The permanent Advance Disbursement Register 
should be maintained in the Form prescribed by the Financial and Account Codes 
for the time being in force and the rules laid down in those Codes in respect of such 
advances should be observed. 

14. General. The accounts prescribed by the foregoing rules in regard to 
Government moneys should be maintained separately from the accounts for other 
moneys that may be maintained by the Pleaders concerned. 

15. The accounts of each official year should be checked before the first 
day of June of the succeeding year, by the Collector in the case of a Government 
Pleader and by the Revenue Divisional Officer in the case of other Pleaders. 

16. An abstract in Form D should be sent to the Collector or the Revenue 
Divisional Officer , as the case may be, on the 10 th day of the month succeeding 
that to which the abstract relates. 

The abstract in Form D sent to the Collectors or Revenue Divisional Officers, 
as the case may be, shall be preserved for a period of three years. 
When a Government Pleader 

Pleader doing Government work vacates 
office , he should hand over the balance on hand, together with the accounts, to his 
successor in office .

WHEREAS by Section 120 of the States Reorganisation Act, 
1958 , (Central Act 37 of 1956 ), the State Government are 
empowered by order to make such adaptations and modifications 
of certain laws, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as 
may be necessary or expedient, for the purpose of facilitat 
ing the application of such laws in relation to the State of 
Kerala ;
